POISON ING TRIAL 
DS NEAR AN END. 


State’s in Argument 
_ Declares Tona Dunlap Has 
Been Proved Guilty. 


GIVES MOTIVE FOR DEED. 


Claims Prisoner Killed Allie Dool 
to Get Her Position in - 
Aledo, Store. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

Aledo, Dec. 31.—[Special.]—Tona Dun- 
lap’s trial for the murder of Miss Allie Dool 
neared its final stage this morning, when 
State’s Attorney Graham began the closing 
argument for the prosecution. For more 
than. four hours Mr. Graham reviewed the 
evidence in what he termed “ the strangest 
case that has come before the courts of this 
country in many years.”’ It was a careful 
analysis of the circumstances connected with 
the poisoning of Miss Dool, in which he con- 
‘tended the defendant should be held crim- 
inally responsible for the death of the young 
woman. 

* The defendant had a fixed, almost insane, 
idea,’ said Mr. Graham, “that she was 
going to work in Felix’s store. It was an 
idea that seized upon her as long ago as two 
years, when she told Ida Ruse that she ex- 
pected to take a position in the store. After 
that time she told eight other persons the 
same thing in substance, yet the evidence 
shows that at no time had she a definite ar- 
rangement | | for taking a clerkship dn the 


store

were in wanting. te-werk in the. store. 
Whether it was for the sake of the- money 
or something else, the state cannot probe 
the workings of the human heart. But she.

Five.days after Allie Dool died in the 
agony of strychnine poisoning Tona Dunlap 
applied for her position." 


Claims State Has Proved Crime. 

In summing up the evidence Mr. Graham 
that the state has prived three of 
the four propositions involved in the case by 
direct evidence, and that the fourth proposi- 


tial evidence showing that Miss Dunlap put 
strychnine In the candy she gave Miss Dool 
with criminal intent. 

“There ig no doubt as to the first three 
propositions,”’ said Mr. Graham, “and one 
of the strongest facts in support of the last 
proposition are the dying words of Miss 
Dool. They are conclusive proof that she re- 
ceived the candy from Tona Dun- 


lap. She ‘The candy Tona gave me 
was so bit $m I wonder why she gave it 
to me.” 


Commenting on the testimony of a num- 
ber of witnesses who swore Miss Dunlap 
had expressed herself to the effect that ‘; It

Tubs Idle and Youths 
Weer Soiled Linen to Help Fair Tron- 
ers Win Their Cause. 


Bloomington, Ill., Dec. 31.—[{Special.J— 
Turned cuffs and collars laundered A la 
Dutch, “‘ dickeys,’’ and high vests are ir style 
in Bloomington. Fer two weeks the laun- 
dries of the city have been tied up by a strike, 
caused by a disagreement between a foreman 
and the girls in one laundry. Thegirls struck 


The girls have been enlisting aid to win 
their strike. .Other laundries tried+to handle 
the business of the one affected by the strike, 
but the empleyés refused to wash the dirty 
linen of any other concern, and tonight the 
last laundry operated by white men vlosed. 
Two Chinamen are doing a rushing business, 
but they are threatened with a boycott. 

Tonight the supply of clean linen in Bloom- 
ington Is nearly exhausted, and the haber- 
dashers are having trouble supplying urgent 
demands for new apparel. The effect of the 
strike is mitigated somewhat by the fact 
that there {s scarcely enough coal in town to 
dirty the supply of white linen. 

The laundry girls are determined to win 
their fight. They are at work among the 
young men of their acquaintance getting 
them to promise to wear soiled collars and 
cuffs in their behalf. Huge piles of soiled 
lMnen are heaped up in the idle laundries, and 
many young men with social engagements 
are scouting for a clean shirt all over the 
city.

CHINA MUST FAY GOLD. 


POWERS ee TO TAKE SILVER | 
FOR INDEMNITY. 


Foreign Ministers at Pekin,Warn the 


Celestial Government That Grave | 
Consequences Are Likely to Follow |

When Ching signed the agreement to pay

The Chinese are content to await 
developments, believing that the powers will 
find it so difficult to agree on a course of 
action that the present deadiock will be pro- 
longed indefinitely. 


Prince Tuan Leads Rebellion. 

The board of foreign affairs now admits 
that Gen. Tung Fu Siang and Prince Tuan 
are at the head ef a rebellion. Members of 
the board say that thé leaders of the rebels 
never left Shensi as they were ordered to do 


following t Boxer revolt, and the throne 
was afraid to execute them or to drive them 
into extle. 


A report is current that Fu Chun, Prince 
Tuan’s son, Who was deposed by the w- 
ager empress from his position Of heir ap- 
parent to the throne, escaped from Pekin 
some time ago and has joined his father. It 
is the conviction here that Gen. Tung Fu 
Siang’s force is superior to the Chinese 
troops opposing him and that hé is seeking 
revenge for the treatment accorded him by 
the dowager empress. 

The monument to Baron von Ketteler, the 
German minister who was killed in Pekin 
shortly after the outbreak of thé “* boxer ”’ 
troubles, will be dedicated Jan. 18, Chinese 
and. German officials participating in the 
ceremony. The monument isa white marble 
arch spanning the principal business street 
at the spot where Baron von Spttater: was 
assassinated. 


America Accepts Silver. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 31.—The state de- 
partmem has been officially advised that the 
second inetaliment of the Chineseéndemnity 
fund, which falis due tomorrow, must be 
paid in silver or on a silver basis. This re- 
@ukt has been anticipated, and the depart- 
ment more than a month ago was advised un- 
officially .of what would happen. ‘ The first 
installment of the indemnity, which was due 
July 1 last, wae likewise paid on a silver 
basis, the nations receiving the money re- 
serving the right to reclaim the difference 
between the silver and gold basis. There- 
fore tomorrow the department will have 
placed to its.credit $496,098, for it has without 
hesitation decided to yment on 
the basis proposed. 

May Go to Hague Court. 

The impréssion prevails here that the in- 
demnities demanded by the powers. are far 
beyond China's ability. She may for a year 
er two borrow enough money from various 
internal sources to pay the installmerits 


falling due every six months, but in a short. 


time the powers will be compélled at the 
risk of losing everything to comé to a read- 
justment of the whole indebtedness, either 
by submitting the case to arbitration at The 
Hague, which China ardently desires, or by 
‘a mutual agreement ‘between the creditor 
nations. 

Most of the first installment paid to the 
United States last July and amounting ‘to 
nearly a half million dollars was in payment 
of missionary claims for damages arising 
from the Boxer outbreak. The department 
adopted the plan of paying out 25 per cent of 
each large claim. By this method something 
like two years will be required for the set: 
tlement ot the claims.

LONDON, Jan. 1, 3 a. m.—The only cloud 


In the sky at the beginning of the new year 


hangs over Morocco. It is not larger than a 
man’s hand, for the cessation of the disturb- 
ing elements depends entirely upon the ability 
of the young sultan to suppress a formidable 
revolt and conciliate the turbulent subjects 
in an essentially anarchical country. What 
news there is comes from _ irresponsible 
sources at Tangier and Madrid, and it is difi- 
cult to ascertain the facts in a situation 89 
mysterious. 

The prétender may tiot“*have Vaid 
Fez, but he has defeated the sultan’s mer- 
_cenary soldiers and may overthrow the ex- 
isting government any day. That result 
would involve the abandonment of improved 
methods of raising revenue and a reaction 
against European innovations, but it would 
not necessarily lead to an anti-Christian 
movement or to attacks upon Spanish garri- 
sons on the seaboard or an invasion of French 
possessions in northern Africa. The sul- 
tan’s cause of offense is not curiosity over 
European toys like the cinematograph and 
telephone, but his lack of a strong vizier 
who can govern the lawless, coun- 
try with an iron hand, 


Amateur Diplomcts Busy. 

Amateur diplomatists connected with the 
press of the various continental capitals 
are taking an active interest in the Mo- 
rocco question and are ringing the changes 
upon a Latin league of Mediterranean coun- 
tries, and the exclusion of either German 
or British intervention. There is no lack 
of excitement at Madrid, where the news- 
papers are advocating military prepara- 
tions on a large scale, although there is no 
evidence that the Spanish garrisons are 
menaced with attack. 

German intervention is not expected by 
men in close touch with the foreign affairs. 
The German emperor must consult Italy on 
any question of Mediterranean policy, and 
there seems to be a close understanding 
between Rome and Paris errs: Mo- 
rocco.

APOLOGIZE OR BE BOMBARDED. 

A dispatch from Curacoa says the com- 
mander of a German cruiser has notified the 
authorities of Maracaibo that he will bom- 
bard the town if there is not an immediate 
apology for the insult offered by the pbst- 

master of the place to German merchants 

in detaining their mail. Usually such a 

threat brings the apologies, but it does not 
always do so. 

In 1854 Solon Borland of Arkansas, the 
American minister to Central America, was 
at San Juan de Nicaragua, then called 
Greytown. A mob surrounded the houfe in 

’ which the representative of the United 
States was lodged and hooted athim. He 
was also struck by a stone thrown by some 
unkno rioter. The American govern- 
ment felf that conduct of this kind could not 
be overlooked, and a naval! vessel was sent 


te Greytown to obtain redress. Command- 


er Hollins of the Cyane notified the people 
of the offending town that they must make 


a suitable apology for their insult to Mr..- 


Borland, and that if they did not do so they 
would be made to suffer. The people would 
not apologize. The Cyane fired upon the 
- town, but before much harm had been done 
“twice suspended the fire to give an op- 
portunity for a peaceful settlement. No 
apologies were forthcoming, and the town 
was déstroyed. There was no loss of life. 


Some foreign governments complained of 


the bombardment, but the American govern- 
ment upheld the action of the commander 
~ of the Cyane. It told the objectors that 
‘ communities far less offending and more de- 
fenseless than Greytown had been punished 
by civilized nations with much greater 
‘severity than it had been. That was nothing 
more than the truth, but if a Greytown affair 
were to happen at this day the American 
government would be s 
bombardment to get satisfaction. It is less 
harsh im its methods than it was when it 
was weaker. It would not order the bom- 
bardment of a town because the postmaster 
had detained mail addressed to Americans

In this country the old year has been 
one of unexampled prosperity hotwithstand- 
ing the numerous strikes, which are to 
be expected in prosperous times, when work- 
men see an opportunity to get better pay. 
Wages are rising steadily. There is more 
work. than workers, more product than the 


jis not a mill, not a factory that is running | 
to its full capacity unless it cannot get fuel. 
The prices of many commodities and many 
food products have advanced, but the pur- 
chasing power of the community has in- 
creased. There was never a time when great 
corporations, both manufacturing and trans- 
porting, have spent more money in maintain- 
ing, improving, and extending their service 
than now.

. ANOTHER FALSE EXCUSE. — 

“The senators who do not wish to vote 
for the ratification of the reciprocity treaty | 
with Cuba and who are ashamed tosay that 
the proposed’ small reduction in the duty | 
on sugar will injure the beet sugar indus- 
try, when, according to the statements of 
men interested in beet sugar factories, they 
are paying dividends of from 25 to 40 per 
cent, are obliged to. invent other excuses for. 
their attitude. One of the feeblest of them 
all is that in the event of the ratification of 
the Cuban treaty Germany will make a de- 
mand for similar concessions, and if its 
demands are not complied with may enact 
legislation harmful to American trade with 
that country. 

It is said Germany will insist on being 
put on an equal footing with the “ most 
favored” nation with which. the United 
States-has a commercialtreaty. The Amer- 
ican government contended at the time the 
reciprocity treaties were negotiated under 
the tariff act of 1890—and it still contends 
—that such treaties stand in a class by them- 
selves. The nations which negotiate them | 
do so with an eye to their special condi- 
tions and needs. Even if Cuba did not 
occupy a peculiar relation toward the United 
States there might be excellent reasons why 
this country would be willing to grant lower 
duties.to Cuban sugar than that of any other 
country in return for trade concessions of 
value to the United States, which Cuba 
alone can make or is willing to make. Ger- 
many will not concede the low duties on 
American products that Cuba will. 

The insinuation that it will not be safe 
to ratify the Ouban treaty because Ger- 
many may request similar treatment is a 
pitiful excuse for persisting in a wrong 
course. It would be more to the credit of 
congressmen who are against reciprocity 
with Cuba if they would say frankly that 
they oppose it because beet sugar men whom 
they fear to offend have bid them do so 
or because they are afraid that the ratifica- 
tion of one treaty will lead up to the rati- 
fication of another which will lower the 
duty on some petty local industry which ap- 
pears to them of more importance than the 
other industries of the country. 


THE SPELLING REFORM. 

The Illinois State Teachers’ association 
has begun the work of reforming “ the irra- 
tional spelling of the English language,” 
which exerts, it says, “ a poisonous influence 
upon primary education.” That form of 
education has been subjected to the poison- 
ous influence for so many years thatit ought 
tobeimmune. , 

The association has not taken a long first 

in the direction of spelling reform. It 
must hasten its movements or it never will 
reach the goal. All that it has done is to 
order that in its documents and publications 
twelve words shall be given as they are 
sounded. Among the amended spellings are 
thru for through and thoro for thorough. 

A longer list of changes would have fur- 
nished stronger proof of the determination 
of the teachers to put through a great re- 
form. If amended spellings are to be intro- 
duced at the rate of twelve a year and no 
more, it will take an indefinite length of time. 
to purge the language of its orthographic 
absurdities. ‘More than twelve new words 
not written as they are pronounced are 
coined every year. Luckily most of them 


are the property of the scientists, who know | 


how to spell their own creations. 

The orthographic reformer is ina predica- 
ment. If he does no more than modify a 
few words at a time he makes. discourag- 
ingly slow progress. He is unable to see 
the end of his task. But if he endeavors 
to change several thousand words at one | 
time, an unfeeling world makes fun of him | 
and refuses to follow him. The spelling of 
the fathers may be irrational, but people 
cling to it with curious persistency. They 
do so because it is less trouble to get along 
with the old system than to reform it. 

There is nothing for the members of the | 
State Teachers’ association to do but to 


‘law, as interpreted by the courts, cannot 


in the old way, no matter how objectionable 
that way seems tothem. They must work 
faithfully to perpetuate an one they 
loathe. 


DO NOT WAIT FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 

Ald. Mavor said day before yesterday to

SEEKING “aN TRON ‘ORE MONOPOLY. 

The United States Steel corporation is in 
the market for iron mines and ore lands. It 
is not content with the valuable and ex- 
tensive properties it came into possession of 
when it was organized, but is continually on 
the lookout for more. It bought up two steel 
companies recently not so much to get their 
plants as to get the mines they owned. The 
steel corporation | has also acquired pos- 
session of the ore lands of the Mesaba range 
owned by President Hill and now practical- 
ly controls*the mineral wealth of that range. 

The mere purchase of the steel mills of 
independent concerns will not give the steel 
corporation that monopoly of a great indus- 
try which the men at the head of it would 
like toacquire. There will always be capital 
available for the construction of iron fur- 
naces and steel mills except in the con- | 
tingency that a sufficient supply of ore 
cannot be o tained. If the steel corpora- 
tion shall become) the owner of the cream

y ING GEORGE of Saxony is in exceed- 


strong of late years, and a recent at- 
tack of influenza, which took his tem- 
perature up as high as 104, has weak- 


be astonished to hear at any moment of his 
death. 

“This would create the most extraordinary 
kind of complications, comparable only to 
those which existed at the time when King 
George IV. succeeded to the crown of Great 
Britain and Ireland. For the crown princess |, 
of Saxony, not having been divorced, would, 
by her husband's accession to his father’s 
throne, become ipso facto queen of Saxony, 
precisely in the same way that Caroline 
princess of Wales became Queen Caroline 
of England from the moment that her hus- 
band was proclaimed king, although she had 
been separated from him for years, and was 
living openly with a menial of the name of 
Bergamo, whom she had transformed from 
footman and courier into her equerry, cham- 
berlain, and master of the horse. 

King George at once notified all foreign 
courts, as well as all British representatives 
abroad, to withhold from her the honors and 
prerogatives due to a queen of England, and 
it stands to reason that the future king of 
Saxony will adopt a similar course with re- 
gard to his fugitive consort when he suc- 
ceeds to his father’s throne., But that will 
not prevent the crown princess from becom- 
ing queen of Saxony, any more than it pre- 
vented Caroline princess of Wales from 
becoming queen of England. 

While the crown princess cannot _be 
molested by any legal means as long as she’ 
remains in Switzerland, yet should she be-. 
come a mother a few weeks hence, as indi-. 
cated by the cable dispatches, the Saxon:

tion at Berne, could legally exact and sécure- 
the seizure of the child immediately after its 
birth and its removal to Dresden, no matter 
how mueh the French professor, Giron, may 
claim to be its father. For in law the child 
will be a prince or princess of the reigning 
house of Saxony, and as such a ward of the 
ruler of Saxony, whose parental rights over 
all the children under age of his dynasty are 
superior to those of their eres mothers 
and fathers. 


It will be venmeniad that when the dis- 
reputable King Milan invoked the ajd of the 
German authorities to secure"the possession 
of his son, then at Wiesbaden with his 
mother, the German authorities had no al- 
ternative but to comply with the demand, 
and to tear the 7 year old boy away with 
force from Queen Natalie, although the lat- 
ter’s behavior was free from any moral re- 
proach. In the same way the Italian police 
would have deprived the former princess of 
Monaco (now Countess Tassilo Festeticz) of 
her little boy on demand of the ignoble prince 
of Monaco had not Grandduchess Helen of 
Russia, who happened to be staying at the 
hotel at Florence where the princess had 
sought refuge with her child, taken both 
under her protection. 

Indeed, I do not know of any country in 
Europe where the crown princess would be 
safe from having her new born child taken 
away ‘fram her by legal process, and it is 
this that leads me to believe that she will 
speedily seek refuge in America, 

Even Geneva is dangerous for her. She is 
there within so short a distance of the 


French and Italian frontiers—part of the; 


Lake of Geneva, indeed, being French—that 
it would not be a matter of much difficulty 
to abduct her on the alleged ground of in- 
sanity, money being no object to her foes, 
The Swiss government could do nothing but 
enter a protest, while every reigning family 
in Europe and many private citizens as well 
would hold that a kidnaping of this kind, 
though contrary to law, would be morally 
justifiable, as the only way of putting an 
end to a scandal that has now assumed in- 
ternatic .al proportions, and which has sadly 
Aamage.. the prestige of royalty as well as 
the divinity by which thrones are popularly 
supposed to be. hedged. 

Royal personages have been kidnaped ere 
this, among the number being Prince Alex- 
ander of Bulgaria, who was seized in his. 
palace at Sofia one night and carried off 
into Russia. The Bourbon duke of Enghien 
was kidnaped, it may be remembered, by the 
first N apoleon and pak to death at Vincennes, 


The grand duke of H Hesse’s action in con- 
fiding the regency of his dominions to his 
minister of state, De Rothe, during his three 
months’ absence in India, instead of to his 
nearest male relative, who happens to be 
next in the line of succession to the throne, 
has aroused a great deal of discussion and 
comment in Germany. 

»According to family treaties and contracts: 
made a couple of hundred years ago or more, 
the rights, prerogatives, and the property of 
any one of the branches of the house of 
Hesse that becomes extinct fall to the share 
of the senior of the surviving branches, 
This renders the bHnd and unmarried land- 
grave of Hesse—so famous as a composer— 
the next heir to the grand ducal throne in 
the event of women being barred from the 
succession. Owing to his blindness, the land- 
grave would be incapacitated from exertis- 
ing the duties of a ruler, and the conse- 
quence is that it is hds younger brother, 
Frederick Charles, married to a sister of the 
kaiser, who is the next agnate qualified to 
rule either as grand duke of Hesse or as 
regent. 

Now, the grand duke of Hesse is not on par- 
ticularly friendly terms with his cousin, 
Prince Frederick Charles, nor yet with the 
| blind landgrave, and, like his subjects, is 
anxious to secure the succession of his throne 
to his only child, the yourig Princess Eliza- 
beth. 

It is not quite clear whether or not women 
are barred from the succession. There are. 
differences of opinion on this point. The 


settled by the diet of his grand duchy. But 
this proved impossible, owing to the fact 
that both the blind landgrave and his 
brother, Frederick Charles, took the ground 
that the legislature of Hesse had no compe- 
tence modify or to disturb treaties and 
family contracts concluded prior to the in- 
dependént existence of the grand duchy. 

So the grand duke and the legislature did 
the next best thing. They enacted.a law en- | 
abling the former to invest his minister of 
state with the powers of regency in the 
event of his absence from his dominions or 
of his being incapacitated through sickness. 
It is by virtue of this statute, enacted only 
last year, that the Hessian minister of state, 
De Rothe, has now become regent of the 
grand duchy instead of either the blind 
landgrave or the Kaiser’s brother-in-law, 
Prince Frederick Charles of Hesse, and it 
constitutes the only instance of an inde- 
pendent monarchy of the confederation 
known as the German empire being governed 
by a regent who is not only not a member 
of the roya: caste but not even a nobleman. —

The best known financier and trust or- 


eanizer in the country was forced to put his 


mouse in order because of the threatening 
attitude of foreign money lenders, They 
would not accept his paper at the same 
rate of discount as in former years, When 
it gradually became known that Europeans 
were asking for the payment of their loans 
or an increased interest rate, apprehension 
grew acute. Cal money in the month of 
October jumped to 35 per cént. The stock 
market was on the verge of a panic when 
the secretary of the treasury came to its 
relief, announcing that the banks would be 
permitted to loan the reserve held against 
government deposits. While the banks never 
acte@ on this permission, the sentimental 
effect was such as to temporarily clear 
the situation. But not until government 
bonds of the par value of $15,000,000 and of 
market value of over $20,000, were sold 
to the government was the money situation 
ageéemed safe. In the meantime outside in- 
stitutions caNed down their New York bal- 
ances and deposits showed continued de 
creases.

As the time for harvesting the crop ap- 
proached prospects of a fine yield in this 
country and in Europe depressed prices 
gradually, but as stocks of contract grade 
were moderate, cash was usually ata small 
premium over the deferred futures: The 
May delivery, which reached 70%c in March, 
a drop of 14\%c from the high point of 
January, rallied to 77c the following month, 
but went out under 78c, though at a premium 
over July. | . 

Wet harvest weather during June and 
July in the winter wheat section damaged 
the wheat and delayed the farmers in their 
work. Arrivals in this market were lighter 
than usual and a much smaller proportion 
graded contract. Stocks were so light in 
comparison with the short interest out in the 
July Gelivery that it sold up to 79c in July, 
after touching 7T0%c in June, but on the 
last day of the month the short interest was 
eliminated and there was a break of 6c 
to around 72c. 


European Crops Large. 


It became the popular theory to expect low 
prices because of the large proportion of dam- 
aged wheat, and foreign crop news was 4 
bearish factor, European statistians estimat- 
ing the world’s crop at 2,812,000,000 bu, or 
about 200,0v0,000 bu jarger than in 1901. But 
wet harvests in western Europe made largo 
quantities of wheat unavailable, at least tem- 
porarily, fof milling, and led to a heavy de- 
mand for choice American wheats for mixing 
purposes. The fatality of wet harvests at- 
tended the spring wheat farmer. Grain was 
marketed slowly, with the proportion of 
choice quality unusually low and in sharp 
milling demand at unusual premiums, These 
conditions made possible the Armour deal in 
September. A line of possibly 15,000,000 bu 
was accumulated, and, in spite of every in- 
eentive on the part of shorts to bring wheat 
of contract grade to this market, the total 
stock at the end of September was only 
2,189,900 bu, and the speculative shorts who 
waited until] the last day had to pay as high 
as 95c to settle their contracts. t 

With the conclusion of the September ma- 
nipulation contract wheat dropped to 68c, 
arid December, which had sold as low as 
65%c in August, and May, which had touched 
68%c at the same time, Were still at or under 
T0c. Primary receipts from this time became 
heavier, but the milling demand was great, 
flour stocks being low at all points, consump- 
tion was heavier, it was assumed, because of 
the high price of meats, and the export de- 
mand kept at liberal dimensions. The crop 
on the Pacific coast was light, and a demand 
from Australia, usually an exporter, made a 
sharp advance in prices, San Francisco sell- 
ing 8c over Chicago, compared with a dis- 
count of 12c a year ago. Later in the year 
occasional rains in Argentina and fears of 
damage by a wet harvest there, although the 
promise was for a bumpér yield, made for- 
eign buyers more anxious and encouraged 
bullish sentiment.here. The general ten- 
dency was towards higher values, December 
selling to 77%c In November and May to 78%e 
in December. | 

The final government estimate of the crop 
of 1902 suggested a yield of 670,000,000 bu. 
The agricultural department in December 
gave the condition of the growing winter 
wheat crop as 99.7, practically perfect, on 
the enormous area of 34, 000,000 
acres, suggesting ayield of 560,000,000 
bu. But the showing had little bearish in- 
fluence because of the possibilities of dam- 
age before harvest, although it would take 
an actual calamity to prevent the yield from 
being a record breaker. !

| GREAT TRADE IN CORN. | 


REAT scarcity of eorn and high prices 
prevailed until almost the last month 
of the year, as the result of the short 
crop of 1901, the final government 
estimate of which was 1,522,579,891 

bu. The American farmer was given some 
compensation by nature in the ‘matter of 
quantity in the year just closed, the corn 
crop being the greatest ever raised in the 
country, the government estimates of Dec. 
1 suggested a yield of 2,523,000,000 bu. The 
crop was of fine quality also south of a line 
drawn east and west a little south of the 
center of lowa, the yield in southern Illinois, 
Missouri, and Kansas being especially large 
and fine. But north of that line, particularly 
in the state of Iowa, early frosts and a wet 
fall, which kept corn from maturing, did an 
immense amount of damage, reducing the 
quality’ in large sections over 50 per cent 
and rendering much of it unmerchantable. 

The foreign demand for corn was restricted 
until the new crop began to move, exports 
for the year aggregating only 15,000,000 bu, 
many weeks under 100,000 bu, but increasing 
to over 1,000,000 Bu weekly in December. In 
1899-1900 exports were 209,348,273 bu. Con- 
tract stocks in Chicago were liberal at the 
beginning of the year, 3,800,000 bu, but de- 
creased gradually until in November they 
were as low as 413,000 bu. The consumptive

After the grain 
was cut and bound the situation became 
worse, as it could not be dried and stacked, 
consequently a large portion of the crop of 
Michigan, Ohio, Illinois, and Iowa was prac- 
tically ruined for commercfal purposes by 
sprouting and must. The government re- 
ports an aggregate of about 383,000,000 bu, 
probably one-half of which is unmerchant- 
able so far as making sound flour is con- 
cerned. A large amount was found to be too 
wet and damaged to ship at all, hence must 
be fed and wasted on the farm, as evidenced 
by the small receipts coming to market. 
Distillers and millers picked out the least 
objectionable samples. There was some for- 
eign demand also, which accepted seaboard 
inspection, more liberal than ours. The 
crop, however, was generally way below the 
average quality and unsatisfactory to both 
shipper and consumer. The crop, such as it 
is, will doubtless be marketed at low prices 
to the foreign trade, which seems inclined to 
take large quantities of anything we have 
to spare, and rye, being comparatively a 
cheap foodstuff, will be attractive to the 
foreign poor man, whose labor is not so well 
repaid as ours. Last year rye was several 
cents per bu under corn, and, of course, was 
attractive to distillers, but with May corn 
at 44c and May rye at 5lc foreigners are ex- 
pected to use cheap corn with just enough 
rye to flavor the brand of whisky they wish 
to make. Thus the inferior rye crop will 
probably go into foreign consumption at 
whatever price buyers choose to give, which 
will, of ’course, be governed by its compara-

These corners, and the speculative interest 
which centered in the market as a conse- 
quence, were the features of the market dur- 
ing the year. The May deal was not particu- 
larly disastrous in that only the larger inter- 
ests were “ caught ’”’ on the short side. Con- 
ditions’ at the time of the second corner, in 
July, however, were quite different, The 
short interest was much more diversified, and 
infinite trouble of a legal character grew out 
of the deal. Local stocks of contract oats 
were so small toward the end of the month 
that no hope of deliveries could be enter- 
tained as covering the entire shortage. The 
price of the futwre was so far over the cash 
property that resort to Injunctions restrain- 
ing the closing out of trades on the basis of 
the July price, and preventing also the in- 
dorsing down of many .thousands of dollars 
deposited in the way of margins became quite 
popular. In many instances brokers and 


ments of this kind against their will and 
suffered for it in various ways. At one time 
about fifty injunctions were operative in 
various phases of the deal. Some of them 
were later disposed of by due process of law, 
but for at least four months following the 
corner the trade was badly disturbed.

The excessive rains during the season of 

1902 caused great damage and apparently 

unprecedented injury and loss—more than in- 

dicated by the government figures. This 
loss appears to have been greatest in the en- 

tire northern half of Iowa, from the eastern 

to the western line, resulting tn an unusual 
proportion of barley fit only for feed pur- 

poses. The Wisconsin and Minnésota crop, 

though damaged some by the wet weather, 

escaped serious injury, except¢n the extreme 
southern territory, and was largely of fair 
to good malting quality. The Dakotas and 

northern Minnesota raised a large crop of 
fine quality, much of it of bright color, suffi- 
ciently so to meet the requirements of the 

most fastidious in the trade. The movement 
of the crop, except in the northérn country, 
was necessarily slow. The wet weather in- 

terfered with thrashing operations, and 
farmers were compelled to stack their barley 
to save it to a larger extent perhaps than 
ever before. This is apt to show up in the 

receipts during the winter when it is ex- 

pected that the quality will average higher 
than that marketed so far this season: The 
malting trade has been unusually brisk and 
brewers have bought freely, remembering 
the lesson of high prices and small stocks 
taught by the season just passed. The coun- 
try had probably never: before been so thor- 
oughly cleaned out of barley as at the be- 

ginning of this season, nor have stocks of 
malt been so small. Early sales of malting 
qualities ranged from 48c to 63c outside for: 
fancy white Dakota, but the pressure of 
low grades has heen so heavy and malting 
results so unsatisfactory from them that the 
poorest malting qualities during November 
sold freely as low as 38c. This is resulting in 
a much less satisfactory malting situation, 
and the trade fears that probable continued 
free offerings of poor grain will keep values 
of the better kinds from advancing, to say 
the least. 

The free use of corn and other substitutes 
in brewing make it possible to use poor quali- 
ties of malt, and the consequent tendency is 
towards the purchase of lower priced raw 
material. Fortunately, the price of feed 
grain of all kinds has held remarkably well 
despite the large crops of all kinds. This is 
owing to the independent position of the 
farmer, which makes him a slow seller, and 
to the bad weather and the scarcity of cars, 
which has made a free movement imposaible. 
Present prices are fairly good. 

As a whole, the season promises to be a 
fairly good one for the grower, the middle- 
man, und the manufacturer, There is lots 
of grain, and with large quantities to handle 
the barley and malt trade is likely to prove 
satisfactory, and the season a profitable one.

HE year 1902 was a satisfactory one to 
the butter dealers of Chicago. Durihg 


depressed and parties who had'storage 

creameries still on hand were closing - 
them out without profit, and in many cases 
at a loss. In February. however, the short- 
age in the make of butter and also in the 
held stock became apparent, causing a strong 
advance in prices. This continued up to 
April, the market for extra creameries at 
times going above 30c per pound This was 
the highest price that had been previously 
reached for a number of years. The market 
was thoroughly cleaned up in all grades 
when the butter from the grass feed began 
to come on sale in May. This apparent 
shortage, together with the passage of the 
oleomargarine law, caused higher pricés to 
prevail during May, June, and July that 
had been current for many years béfore dur- 
ing these, the storage months for butter. 
Abundant rains throughout the summer fh 
almost all the dairy sections gave plerity of 
feed and a large production of butter caused 
prices to decline some 3c per pound in August 
and September. During October, November, 
and December the consumption-of butter 
was large and the demand good, bringing 
— as high as 20c per lb for extra cream- 
eries. 

The loca! demand in Chicago and the coun- 
try tributary to this city was much larger 
during 1902 than for many years past. This 
has brought the Chicago market into the 
position of the best in the country, largely 
increasing the receipts, the estimate being 
made that since March 1 170,000 60 Ib tubs 
more butter came in than for the same 
period during 1901, am increase of almost 
20 per cept. New York for the same time 
made a gain of only 1 percent. So relatively 


February that but little butter has been 
exported, almost the entire production being 
consumed at home. The lowest price for 
extra creameries was in August and early 
September, when the quotation was 18\%c per

@rally was in a good, healthy condition. 


Cheese Trade Gains 10 Per Cent. 


The cheese trade showed a gain of about 
10 pef cent over the volume of business trans- 
acied in 1901. At the opening of the year the 
lpcal stocks were 37,000 boxes, a light supply | 
@s compared with former years. Prices were 
advanced from the late fall quotations and 
average was 10\%c per,!ib. The lowest 
price of the year camein June, when 9\%c was 
the quotation for cheddars, the standard. 
When the fall make reached the market 
there was an excellent demand, and all stocks 
received moved briskly. The business had 
such an impetus that at the close of the 
year local holdings were lighter than for 
some years past. The export business of 
1902 from Chicago did not amount to any 
considerable amount as compared with for- 
mer years; indeed, there was scarcely any- 
thing done in this line. Canada and New 
York state supplying the foreign demand. 
In the volume of business done in this city 
there was an increase over that of the pre- 
ceding year of about 10 per cent which, 
coupled with the gain of 1901, made the busi- 
ness ene of much more importance than ever 
before. 
Poultry Scarce and High. 

The poultry and game business of 1902 
Showed an increase over that of the pre- 
ceding year of about 15 per cent. This ad- 
Yance was not so much due to an increase 
of receipts, but came largely from the fact 
that prices were so much higher in all lines. 
in some cases being almost double those of 
the same period of 1901. Early in the year 
& Scarcity in chickens developed, and prices 
at once took an: up turn. Traveling buyers 
from this city reported the supply through- 
out the country at a lower ebb than they 
had ever found it before and Chicago dealers 
at once began an energetic effort to obtain 
stocks, such as they had never previously 
been obliged to make. Commission business 
Was largely suspended and purchasing out- 
right became the rule. Prices ran high dur-. 
ing the spring months, old hens selling at 
around l0c, as against 8c the year before. 
Ducks sold high, bringing about 12c per Ib, 
and gecee were about 3c higher than in 1901. 
Large stocks of frozen poultry were brought 
out of the coolers much earlier than usual 
and met with ready sale. It was at one time 
without these freezer 
stocks there would have been an absolute 
Scarcity Of the most staple brands of pouitry. 
The turkey crop was light, owing to rains 
when the young were in. brood, and not more 
than 60 per cent of the usual number were 
grown. At the close of the year prices were 
high on all lines, dressed turkeys bringing 
74%4c to 18c, as against 9c to 10c in 1901. 
Dreesed chickens brought 10c to llc, as com- 
pared with 7c to 8c; dressed ducks, l4c to 
to 10c being the previous year's 
prices; and dressed geese sold at 10c to 11%c, 
Bc to 8c being the price of 1901.

z FRUITS AND VEGETABLES. | 


HE apple crop of 1902 was about double 
that of the previous year, and local 
receipts were correspondingly heavier. 
At the close of the year Chicago héld 
in cold storage more of this important 

fruit than any city in the United States. 
Stocks on hand at the opening of the year 
were light and controlled by a few dealers, 
who dictated their own prices. When the 
tremendous yield of the year matured esti- 
mates ran as high as 50,000,000 bris, but as 
much of it was taken direct from the or- 
chards to nearby coolers the exact figures 
will not be known to any certainty. 
Throughout the apple producing sections 
generally there have beer erected cold stor- 


opening of 1908 more apples than ever be- 
fore. ._The fruit did not keep well, and at the 
end of December much of it was not bring- 
ing cost on the tree. In all sections pro- 
ducing fruits and vegetables to any great 
extent there has been a revolution in the 
methods of dispensing of the same. Entire 
crops are sold in bulk, so much for an 
orchard as it stands or so much for a field 


where each wer formerly sold his own 
products an agent now does the business 
for the entire association. Another innova- 
tion, and one that has wofked injury to 
this market, is the custom now prevailing 
of shipping direct from the growing point 
to the consuming point instead of sending 
the here on commission and allowing 
distribution to be made from Chicago. Sales 
for spot cash are now the rule, and the only 
consigned articles are those of inferior qual- 
ity. Local commission dealers recognized 
this early in the season*and had buyers on 
the ground to compete with those from other 
places. This was more noticeable in peaches 
than in any other line, and hundreds of thou- 
gands of dollars’ worth of this fruit. went 
from the orchard to points usnally well sup- 
plied by Chicago commission dealers. 


Rains Affect Apple Crop. 


Heavy rains affected the apple crop dis- 
astrously in the low lands. The keeping 
quality of this fruit depends largely upon 
the soil upon which it is raised. That grown 
on hilly or sandy soil is not difficult to pre- 


such orchards as are not so sittated yield 
a fruit liable to early decay. In New York 
state much fruit showing evidence of poor 
keeping quality sold early in December as 
low as 15c per hundred weight. The best 
Jonathans, the choicest and highest priced 
of the apple family, were grown in Missouri 
and Illinois. At the close of the year this 
variety sold as high as $6.50 per bbl, while 
choice greenings and other fine kinds could 
be had at retail as low as $2.50 to $3.00 per 
bbl. Many small dealers were kept out of 
the market during the present season by 
tte entry of Armour & Co. and other of 
the large packing firms into the business. 
This fact placed prices at a point where 
many firms could not engage in the trade, 
but operated to the benefit of the grower. 
Irrigation grown apples from Colorado and 
Idaho came in bushel boxes, were of the 
finest quality, and sold at top prices. 
There was a large crop of peaches, but, as 
stated, Chicago received only a fraction of 
the usual supply. Prices were higher than 
in 1001 until near the close of the season, 
when the fruit came in poor condition and 
sold for what it would bring. This was

The melon trade of the year was a heavy 
one, especially in Rocky Ford cantaloupes. 
‘The ordinary gem melon is not wanted by 
the general’ public since superior flavor 
of the Colorado product become known. 
While the Rocky Ford melon originated from 
the seed of the gem, grown at St. Joseph, 
Mich., the influences of Colorado soil, at- 
mosphere, and irrigation are such as to 

it completely and render it the 
finest favored melon in the world.

“Barge Receipts of Watermelons. 
Watermeion dealers had a year of excellent 
business. At the opening of the season mel- 
ons grown at Tyler, Tex., brought as high as 
per car.

There was a fair supply of cherries 
prices were reasonable, The finest reaching 
this market came from the vicinity of Trav-+ 
erse, Mich. These cherries will keep for 
fully two weeks, while the ordinary fruit will 
not remain marketable over forty-eight 
hours. In years past the Chicago trade w 
largely supplied by cherries raised in Illi- 
nois, thousands of wagon loads coming fn 
from nearby points. Now practically no 
Illinois grown cherries are received here, 
the trees having died out and the crop is no 
longer a factor. 

_The grape crop of 1902 was a light one in all 
producing sections. The New York yield, 
on which much dependence is placed, was 
not more than one-half the average. Prices 
held high throughout the entire season, and

local winemakers had much difficulty in se- 
curing sufficient stock to Meet their demands 
In fact. it is stated that not more than one. 
half the usual amount of wine was made here 
as compared with the amount madé 


Good Supply of Vegetables. 
Throughout the early months of the vear 
there was a good supply of vegetables 
the gulf states. Florida as usual supplying 
large quantities... Louisiana contributed 
more to this market than ever. before, the 
business having proved a profitable one to 
growers. Prices for these goods were satis- 
factory to producers and to consumers, all 
lines sold at reasonable rates. This latter 
fact made the demand good even up to the 
time when home grown products came into 
this market. In both local and outside ve 
etables the supply maintained an even bal- 
ance during the year, there being no periods 
of scarcity or overabundance. This gave to 
the grower uninterrupted profits and dealers 
were well satisfied with the results of the 
year. The early cabbage crop of Louisiana 
and Mississippi was light, and in consequence 
brought good prices, but the fall crop in the 
northern states was heavy and all markets 
have been overstocked. Prices in September 
ran as low as $2.00 to $4.00 a ton, making 
little gain in the succeeding two months, but 
advancing some in December. Caulifiower 
was about an average crop at all producing 
points. California caulifiower at the close 
of the year was selling at from $2.00 to $2.25 
per crate, the quality excellent, with pros- 
pects for fine goods coming all winter from 
western points. The dry weather of the 
summer caused a light crop of tomatoes at 
all places tributary to this market, but 
this caused prices to hold at a point which 
gave profits | r than usual to the grow- 
ers. At the clése.of the year California to- 
matoes were on sale here at fairly reason- 
able rates. Sweet potatoes have not been 
in heavy supply up toa the close of the year, 
but reports show a heavy crop held in south- 
ern Illinois, and prices throughout the winter 
will probably range about the same as pre- 
vailed during December, $2.25 to $2.75 per 
bri. The new potato crop of the south was 
not a heavy one, and all stock moved at good 
prices. Late potatoes were reported not up 
to the average yield in the eastern states, 
but Michigan and Wisconsin had a good 
crop, for which the growers received from 
30c to 40c per. bu. The local quotations at 
the close of the year were from 40c to 50c, 
in carlots, according to quality and condition. 
The prospect for higher prices is considered 
good by dealers, as the east will of necessity 
call on Chicago for large supplies of this 
standard vegetable. |

COAL TONNAGE RESTRICTED. | 


CAREFUL analysis of the conditions 
which have prevailed in the produc- 
tion of coal in the United States dur- 
ing the last year will reveal the rea- 
son why a shortage in the supply of 
this necessary fuel has existed during the 
last three or four months, increasing in ee- 
verity as the winter developed. Normally 
the coal market is less likely to fluctuate 
than that of almost any other commodity. 
Temporary complaints under ordinary con- 
ditions, such as a lack of cars at the mines 
or because the motive power owned by the 
railroads is required in the transportation of 
other commodities, cause mild fluctuations, 
but these are generally of short duration and 
do not usually result in high prices longe 
than a week or ten days atatime. 
This year, however, all the markets of the 
country began to advance the middle of Sep- 
tember and since that time have been ex- 
tremely sensitive to any condition which af- 
fected either the”transportation of coal or 
the supply at the mines. The Chicago mar- 
ket was possibly more sensitive than that 
of any other large center, due to the fact 
that much of its coal comes all rail. With 
the immenge tonndge to be handied in a 
comparatively short time the railroads have 
not had facilities equal tothetask. And this 
is said not in criticism of the railroads, be- 
cause the tonnage which they generally haul 
in a period covering six to eight months of 
the year had been congested into two 
months, so that the demands made upon 
them were unequal as compared with previ- 
Effects of Southern Strikes. 


Another feature pertaining to the Chicago 
market which has quite generally been lost 
sight of was the effect of the six months’ 
strike in the West Virginia fields, where an 
immense tonnage of soft coal is brought out 
annually. This coal is of high quaiity, and 
for domestic purposes is used quite readily 
by Chicago and in the west, where the 
larger proportion of it issold. The chief fac- 
tor in the situation, however, was the an- 
thracite strike, which caused a sho in 
the total production of hard coal that will 
amount to 23,000,000 tons by the first of the 
year. The normal production of West Vir- 
ginia coal] is 22,000,000 tons, of which, in all 
probability, only 12,000,000 to 13,000,000 tons 
were produced during 1902. This reduction 
‘of 10,000,000 tons in that field coming on 
top of the decrease in anthracite has nat- 
urally created a shortage that must be fel 
for some months to come, | 

In western markets these West Virginia 
coals act as an equalizer of market con- 
ditions to a large extent. They are mined 
and transported largely during the sum- 
mer and fall and are stored at all lake ports. 
When the market begins to show advancing 


sumption in winter this storage coal is with- 
drawn, “with the result that values are 
kept fairly steady. In the absence of such 
‘gupplies at lake ports this year all western 
markets, including Chicago, feel any tem- 
porary rail shortage immediately and ad- 
vances that would be considered phenom- 
enal during a whole season have occurred 
frequently inside of twenty-four to forty- 
eight hours. | 
Statistically, the market is. the 
strongest today it has e been in its his- 
tory.

Chicago has shipped out this year 2,188,027 
tons of , an increase of 275,535 tons over 
last year, which must be deducted from the 
receipts. When this is done the Chicago 
market is short 1,086,841 tons under 1901, 
intended for consumption in this city. 

In view of these statistical facts which 
cannot be disputed owing to the assurance 
that they are compiled with the greatest 
care, is it any wonder that no one has enough 
coal and that the clamor for fuel is con- 
stantly increasing in this market? Complete 
relief cannot be furnished before the middle 
of next summer, even though there is a 
normal production of coal the next six 
months, and it would not be surprising if the 
influences of presen} conditions were still 
felt next winter to some extent.

N’ iron and steel the volume of business 
‘transacted during 1902 was the surprise 
of the industrial world. Theoutput of pig 
iron was extended to such a degree the 
figures were far more than doubled in the 
last’ six years. .Authoritative figures give 
the production in tons for the time named as 
follows: 8,623,127 in 1896; 11,773,394 in 1898; 
18,788,242 Mm 1900; 15,878,354 in 1901; and 
18,000,000, estimated, in 1902. The most of 
the iron and steel not produced in this coun- 
try is 
been lost in tonnage rather than making 
gains, 
The wo increase is attributed to the 
consumptive requirements of this country 
rather than to the superior producing fa- 
cilities, the wonder of the world, as they are. 
And large as was the capacity of America 
to produce all iron and steel products, the de- 
mand was such as to take not only all materi- 
al made here but to change the usual order 
in this business and import instead of ex- 
porting. More than one million tons of iron 
and steel came to us from ahroad, whereas 
within the last two or three years the im- 
ports were fully that amount. The calls 
for the imported. articles came not from 
isolated points, where our own goods were 
difficult to obtain, but largely from the neigh- 
borhood of the mille and furnaces. 


I Prices Were Firm. 


Steel rails Meld at $28 per ton throughout 
the year. Steel bars advanced $2 per ton 
during the spring, and iron bars had a 
stronger tone. Structural material from the 
mill had no change in selling price during 
the entire year. There came one decided 
decline, compelled by a large increase in com- 
petition, after a firm market for the first half 
of 1902, but at the close of the year the ar- 
ticles held firm at the lower level. The prod- 
ucts subjected to this one sharp cut included 
sheets, tin plate, pipe, and wire, and nails, 
all of which sought the decline, but values 
of rails, plates, and structura] material were 
held down in spite of the desire of the mill 
operators to see an advance of no smal! pro- 
portions. In pig iron the lack of unisén 
among the manufacturers was evidenced by 
the fever condition of the market, stim- 
ulated by the large demand that came early 
in the year. Opening at $16 per ton in Janu- 
ary, each succeeding month gaw an increase 
in prices until September, when $4 rn-- ton 
was reached. This value held until Decem- 
ber, when quotations went off 50 cents per 
ton, the closing price being $28.50. °The mar- 
ket of the year was clearly governed by the 
old law of supply and demand, an infiu- 
ence cutting less and less figure, even in the 
wong staple goods of all kinds, as the years 
go by. | 

At the lose of the year there was a sta- 
bility to the market much desired on all 
sides, and which was much sought during 
the entire period. And in this regard 1902 
will go down to history in iron and steel 
circles as a remarkable season, and to this 
feature of stability many identified with the 
trade ascribe the unprecedented activity, or 
at least give it the credit of being one of 
the most largely contributing elements. 
Never at the opening of a new year were 
there the large number of orders on the 
books of producers of all lines of iron ana 
steel that is witnessed as 1908 makes its en- 
try. It is estimated that from 8,000,000 to 
9,000,000 tons of iron and steel have been 
bought for shipment during 1903, one of the 
largest makers alone having orders for more 
than 56,000,000 tons of his products. In no 
line of business is there the outlook for so 


remar le and record breaking growth dur- 
ing the future as in the allied metal 
trades. | 

_ Lake Superior Output Larger.

the large increase in the output of the Lake 
Superior ore district. The total amount of 
> ore shipped by both lake and rail aggregated 
‘the enormous amount of 27,500,000 tons, an 
increase over 1901 of about 7,000,000 tons. It 
must be taken into consideration that this 
growth came during a year when there wasa 
sharp restriction in ore consumption in the 
heart of the furnace districts tributary to 
the lakes. A new movement developed dur- 
ing the year in the shipment of 200,000 to 
800,000 tons of this ore to Virginia furnaces, 
the superiority of the Lake Superior prod- 
uct in iron combining with the low 
freight rates to induce the Virginia consum- 
ers to make the experiment, and to their 
immense satisfaction. Eastern furnace men 
also used large amounts of these ores, more 
than during any former year, and indications 
are that the south and east will both call for 
largely augmented shipments in the year 
just opening. It is estimated that the larg- 
est stocks of this ore on Lake Erie docks and 
in furnace yards ever before known will be 
found on the opening of navigation in 19038,

| PRY GooDs sHOW BIG GAINS. | 


HE wholesale dry goods business of 
Chicago for 1902 surpassed any previ- 
oug record made in the business. An 
increase in the volume of business 

of about 10 per cent brought the agere- 
gate amount of mority expended in the local 
wholesale establishments up to the sum of 
$173,030,000, exceeding the figures of 1901 
by more than $15,000,000. There were many 
features of the trade during the year that 
were extremely satisfactory to dealers, one of 
which was the firmness of prices threughout 
the entire twelve months. There was a 
noticeable tendency to strengthen, a scarcity 
of products causing manufacturers to be 
unable to fulfill their contracts. Another 
feature was that there was a strong and 
steady n in business as one -month suc- 
ceeded the other. There were no periods 
of inactivity nor times when abnormal de- 
mand would spring up and as suddenly cease. 
, to the benefit of all dealers and re- 
fiecting the general prosperity of the country 
at large there was a better grade of goods 
called for in all lines, and, although this 
feature was in evidence during 1901, it way 
much accentuated in every month of the 
just closed. This show of taste ana 
desire for the best was exhibited in no Way 
more plainly than in the sale of

Better Goods Were Wanted. 

The silk trade also reflected the taste and 
desire for the better quality. Lines selling 
at $1.00 per yard were the favorites among 
the class of buyers formerly ‘content with 
50c goods. Borders and laces also made a 
showing in this directionethe cheaper grades 
being discarded for those of higher price. 
The volume of sales in all silks was larger 
than ever before, and as a selection for dress 
coods it became a new staple in general use. 
The new demand for wash goods spoken of 
resulted in a tremendous movement in this 
line, and many new things were brought out 
by the manufacturers that at once became 
popular, some selling up to $1.00 per yard. 
Nineteen hundred and two was essentially 
@ season of white, and wash goods in this 
color were especially fagored and had a re- 
markably large sale. The wash goods craze 
affected the sale of dark woolen dress goods 
during a portion of the year, and standard 
as were the woolens the volume of sales was 
me gaa less than during the year pre- 

ous. 

A feature of the fall trade was that more 
fancy styles were demand than in past 
seasons, indicating a desire to move away 
from plain goods. In gloves there was a 
revival of the fabric lines, for which there 
was a large demand. Despite the large sale 
of fabrics more volume of business was done 
in kid gloves than in 1901, for prices were | 
much higher, balancing the inroads made 
by competing lines. The increased oall for 
expensive lines of golf gloves added mate- 
rially to the receipts of glove houses. In 
linens the trade was good, but any extreme 
increase was held down by high prices. 
Short supplies of and high prices for the raw 
materia] abroad were the contributing 
causes of the price situation, as practically 
all linen used in this country is imported, 
thus placing us dependent on conditions in 
producing countries, 

In knit goods the tendency during the en- 
tire year was towards advance in prices, and 
part of the fall season there was difi- 
culty In obtaining some of the cheaper and 
medium grades. In hosiery the introduction 
of a new style was noted—that of lace—which 
became immensely popular. In practically 
all. lines of hosiery the manufacturers were 
early in the year under contract to distrib- 
uters, and jobbers were closely sold up. 
Styles generally favored laces, so that in 
these lines the trade was large, exceeding 
any previous year. Larger stocks are now 
carried than ever before and by many deal- 
ers who cared little for these expensive 


Weather conditions were many times un- 
favorable to the vement of merchandise 
during 1902, the summer and warm fall 
each being against trade, but sales seemingly 
forced themselves. Chicago wholesalers are 
agreed that the prospects for 1908 are for a 
notable advance over the last or any preced- 
ing season, judging from ,advance sales. 
Never were spring orders on hand in the vol- 
ume and to the extent that they are at,the 
opening of the new year. The good sifua- 
tion prevailing in the business has led the 
retailers to believe that all kinds of desira- 
ble goods will again be scarce, and they have 
felt a satisfaction in placing large orders. 
All indications are that prices cannot change 
except to advance. | 
| 
| GROCERIES GAIN 10 PER CENT. | 


HE wholesale grocery trade of Chicago 
for 1902 showed the same percentage 
of increase over 1901 that the latter 
showed over its predecegsor—viz.: 10 
per cent. The real volume of trade, 
however, was much greater, added amounts 
on the gross receipts having accumulated 
for several years, thus making an enormous 
increase over the years of financial diffi- 
culties and consequent light trade. 
was a wonderful uniformity of prices main- 
tained throughout the year, about the only 
exception being in sugar, which declined 
40 cents per hundredweight in September, 
this continuing about sixty days. The fall- 
ing off was due to the fact that California 
had an extraordinarily large yield of beet 
sugar, and for the first time in the history 
of the industry sent the product to the New 
York market. Michigan, next to California 
in the importance of this staple product, 
had a light yield, the sugar beet requiring 
hot, dry weather to come into proper con- 
dition. Although the quotations on sugar 
were remanded back to the former level be- 
fore the close of November, the prices for 
the year averaged about 25 cents per hun- 
dredweight lower than for 1901. The con- 
sumer received no advantage from this cheap- 
ening of this nec article of daily con- 
sumption, the retail merchant reaping the 
benefit, as he does in all similar cases of 
slight decrease in wholesale selling values. 
In the coffee trade the market was strong 
during the first two months-efthe year. In 
March, however, a decline set in and con- 
tinued for about six months, when a frost 
scare sent Brazil coffee up % cent to 4% cent 
per pound. While seeming insignificant to 
the consuming public this rise in price was 
considered a sharp advance in the eyes of 
the wholesale trade. Quotations during this 
period of depression were the lowest ever 
known for Brazil coffees on this market. 
The revolutionary condition of some of the 
coffee producing sections of Central America, 
as well as the volcanic disturbances, oper- 
ated to send prices up from 1 cent to 2 cents 
per pound. The crop throughout the Central 
American states ripens in July, and the cur- 
rent crop is reported to be from 25 to 30 per 
cent below that of the season of 1901. The 
growing crop, which will ripen in July of 
1908, is frost damageq and still further loss 
is anticipated. 


Heavier Trade in Tea. 


The trade in tea for the year was g00d, a 
little heavier than that of the previous year. 
As the crop in both Japan and China was 
short, prices ruled higher, going in the 
standard grades as much as from 15 per cent 
to 20 per cent above those of 1901. The 
quality of the teas received during the year 
was good, especially in Japans, which is the 
article chiefly used and preferred in this 
country. An event of importance to the tea 
dealers of this country occurs Jan. 1, 1903. 
This is the removal of the war tax of lic 
per pound, which was imposed as a source 
of revenue at the breaking out of the war 
with Spain. Tea will hereafter be received 
free of any custom duty, as it is one of the 
articles declared exempt from qny import. 
The effect will be to reduce the price about 
5c per’‘pound, the remaining difference being 
absorbed in the higher prices exporters are 
obliged to pay for the goods in both Japan 
and China. ~ 

The cereals sold well throughout the year, 
the trade was a steady one, and there was 
‘no material change of values. The same 
facts prevailed in the cheese market, with 
the exception that there came a slight ad- 
vance in prices due to production falling off. 
This was occasioned chiefly by farmers in 
the cheese producing sections selling off 
large numbers of cows, being induced there- 
to by the high price of all cattle during the 
summed. Molasses and sirups had a satis- 
factory sale, with the least fluctuation in 
values ever before known tothetrade. New 
Orleans remained at the same price as dur- 
ing 1901, the quality being the best in many 
years in the high grade classes. This steadi- 
ness of the market and almost complete ab- 
sence of fluctuations was a remarkabie 
féature of the business of the year and was 
observable in almost all lines. 

Canned goods suffered from the lateness of 
the season, corn especially showing the 
effects of both a late fall and a short crop. 
The demand for all kinds of canned goods 
continued excellent throughout the year, 
equal, in fact, to that of 1901, which had 
been the record breaking perior in this class 
of goods. The pack of canned fruits, espe- 
cially those from the Pacific coast, was good 
in both quantity and in quality, and the pack 
a large one, fully up to that of the year 


before. 
Rice from New Fields. 

Some of the first Texas grown rice to reach 
this market came in during 1902. It was of 
good quality and sold well. There is a pros- 
pect of this state an important 


There }. 


factor in the rice producing industry, and 
many large tracts of rice producing land 
are being placed in condition for the crop. 
Prices ruled steady and with a gradual] in- 
crease during the whole year. This was on 
account of a short yield from both the foreign 
and usual domestic crops. 

Stocks in the hands of wholesalers at the 
close of the year were light, and as the new 
crop is not available until August many 
mills that have no surplus stock of rough 
rice will close during February and March, 
where it is usual to continue operations until 
May or June. The two items in which there 
is the most marked scarcity are rice and 
canned corn, and fndications point to an ad- 
vance in the value of both of these staple 
articles. 

Tobacco and cigars each sold well, in the 
latter the trade steadily increasing with 
every month of the year. A growing de- 
mand for the better quality of koods was 
marked, and in every way 1902 was a banner 
year to both wholesalers and jobbers. Prices 
on both articles ruled steady, and in tobac- 
co, as In cigars, the trade of the year was 
heavier than that for the year previous. A 
decline in the prices of both chewing and 
smoking tobaccos came in July and August, 
amounting in the aggregate to about 346c per 
pound, this falling off being due to a reduction 
in internal revenue taxes. Consumers re- 
ceived little advantage from this, as the 
reduction was absorbed by advances which 
manufacturers explain by saying that the 
raw material costs more. ' 

Prices on dried fruits were about on a par 
with those of 1901, no marked fluctuations 
and a satisfactory condition in the business 
on all sides. The flour trade was similar 
to that of the year before. prices maintaining 
about the same level. Wholesalers antici- 
pate an active year to come, and with no 
ominous signs in the financial sky predict a 
business even in excess of the record break- 
ing one of 1902. 


| [LARGER BUSINESS IN LUMBER. | 


N the lumber trade of 1902 there wae 
an increase over the preceding year, 
which is shown by comparative figures 
more closely than in almost any other 
Mine of the magnitude and Importance of 

this. In 1901 the total receipts were 1,980,- 
000,000 feet. In 1902 the amount coming to 
this market was 2,053,000,000 feet. In 
shingies the number of pieces received in 
1901 was 820,197,000; duri the past year 
this amount was swelled to 628,000. The 
estimated average value of the lumber sold in 
Chicago is placed at $24 per 1,000 feet, em- 
bracing all kinds and varieties, hard and 
soft. This would give a total value to the 
receipts of the year of $48,269,000. The value 
of the shingles received, counting on an av- 
erage price of $2.75 per 1,000, would be $1,- 
291,000 


No strictly accurate record can be kept 
of the receipts of posts, poles, ties, cooperage 
stuffs, and other miscellaneous articles, but 
conservative dealers who have the situation 
closely in hand estimate the total value 
of receipts of all kinds at $55,000,000, and 
say that the real figures would exceed these 
‘rather than go under. The volume of ship- 
ments from Chicago during 1902 was 900,- 
000,000 feet, the business in 1901 aggregating 
879,076,000 feet. The local consumption for 
-the year is estimated at 1,175,000 feet. At the 
close of the year the stocks on hand were at 
about the same level as at the close of 1901— 
in no line excessive, and in many kinds. of 
lumber quite light. 

Values, as compared with those of 1901, 
‘showed an increase all along the line. This 
was the most noticeable in the hardwoods 
and dimension lumber in pine. There was a 
scarcity in both northernand southern pines. 
Tue receipts of yellow pine lumber and tim- 
ber were heayier than ever before. The 
average advance on these lines was about 
$2.50 per 1,000 feet. Pine piece and hard- 
wood sold above this average, the better 
grades of yellow pine sold below it, and all 
better grades of white pine sald at about 
this point of advanced price. x lumber 
about held its own in price. | 


Makers Use More Material. 


The fncreased local consumption of lumber 
is largely due to the fact that Chicago's 
manufacturing industries are largely of a 
lumber consuming class, such as agricultural 
implement works, car shops, furniture fac- 
tories, and like concerns, some of the largest 
in the world being situated hereand drawing 
on this market for their supplies exclusively. 
The packing industries are also heavy con- 
sumers for box material, etc. Building opera- 
tions throughout the year were on a heavy 
lumber using scale, the lack of sufficient steel 
to meet all requirements occasionigg the 
use of more wood than for some time entered 
into construction operations. The total num- 
ber of permits issued by the building depart- 
ment from Jan. 1 up to Dec. 25 was 4,997, the 
given cost of the structures $48,548,030. The 
trade suffered from lack of sufficient trans- 
portation facilities for the greater portion 
of the year. This was not alone observable 
as to receipts and shipments from a distance, 
but in and around the city there was such 
a lack of motive power that terminal facili- 
ties were clogged for sometimes a week at 
a time, during which time cars would’ lie 
idly on sidetracks when the contents were 
badly needed at a short distance. But alto- 
gether Chicago suffered much less from this 
cause than many other large centers, 

The export trade of the year was not up 
to expectations. Germany, formerly a large 
consumer of our lumber, bought less than 
for some years previously. Industrial cond- 
tions in that country were in such condition 
as to almost check our imports of lumber 
entirely. While. England bought of us not 
more than one-half the amount normally 
taken, the trade was some heavier tan that 
of 1901. There was a satisfaction, however, 

in securing trade from south Africa, almost 
suspended during the war period. Much of 
this demand is supplied from the Pacific 
coast, as is the South American business? 
‘This latter was not in good condition during 
the last year, due to the unsettled conditions 
in many of the countries formerly large con- 
sumers of our lumber. There was some 
objection on the part of foreign buyers at the 
scale of prices established for 1902, which 
was established, necessarily, on the basis of 
_our own local requirements. 

The hardwood situation was somewhat 


. similar to that of the previous year, only ac- 


centuated to a degree that some kinds were 
practically unobtainable in some markets, 
and their use abandoned for that of substi- 
tutes. Many furniture manufacturers shut 
down, some refusing to pay the large advance 
' made in prices and others being unable to 
secure supplies at any price. | 


| BETTER Sanee WERE WANTED | 


IMILAR in the main features to that 
of 1901, which had broken all rec- 
orde, was the story of the year’s busi- 
ness in boots and shoes. The gain for 
1902 was about 15 per cent, making the 

total increase of the two years about 40 per 
cent. Better grades of goods were demand- 
ed than ever before and cheap, shoddy goods 
were not called for. Prices of materiais 
again advanced. The finished product cost 
) much more than in either 1900 or 1901, but 
dealers were not able to secure a proportion- 
ate increase in selling price, a repetition of 
the history of the preceding year. Some 
gains of territory were made in the south, 
formerly entirely tributary to¢the St. Louis 
market, a fact over which Chicago mer- 
chants congratulated themselves, as compe- 
tition has ever been bitter between mer- 
chants of the two cities. 

More than 60,000 pianos were made in Chi- 
cago during the last year. This was in ex- 
cess of one-half the entire number manu- 
factured in the United States. The most 
noticeable feature of the business was the in- 
creased demand for goods of better grade, 
more parior grands being turned out than 
in any previous year. There was @ material 
increase in the cost of everything entering 
into the construction of pianos, including 
labor, but manufacturers were unable to 
obtain proportionately higher prices for the 
finished product. This fact prevented the 
profits from increasing as did the volume of 
sales, and net gains were probably no larger 
than for 1901. 

The demand for reed organs now being 
confined to far away rural districts, the 


business of manufacturing this instrument 


| was not increased to any extent dyring the 


year. The low prices at which planos may 
now be bought is the cause of the falling off 
in the sale of this article, not that the 1n- 
strument itself is not a satisfactory one. In 
1902 about 60,000 reed organs were exported 
to Germany, England. and Australia. 

Chicago manufactures the finest pipe or- 
gans now made in the entire world. Since 
the return of prosperous times thousands of 
churches have been equipped with these in- 
struments, committees from ali sections of 
the United States coming to this city to 
purchase, 

For some years Chicago has been head- 
quarters for the manufacture of small musi- 
cal instruments, such as harps, mandolins, 
guitars, banjos, zithers, etc., the largest fac- 
tory in the world being located here. During 
the last year these instruments were exported 
to all civilized countries. Berlin, a musical 
center, has fourteen Chicago made harps in 
use inthe finest orchestras of that city. 
The finest band instruments made are row 


This staple branch of the music business 
showed a gain during the year of about 10 
per cent. American compositions continue to 
improve din quality, and no longer will in- 
ferior songs sell because of their being on 
ea lines, merit now being the test ap- 


Building Heaviest in Ten Years. 


In the building trades 1902 proved the best 
since 1892. The growing importance of Chi- 
cago as a manufacturing center contributed 
in no small degree to this result. The con- 
tinued influx of manufactures to this city 
has of necessity increased the population, 
and this has made new demands for build- 
ings for residence purposes. The result ts 
that during the last year a large number of 
fiat buildings of an important’ character 
were constructed, as well as many substan- 
tial office buildings, The perfect under- 
standing existing between the contractors 
and the men in the building trades has en- 
couraged prospective investors to put their 
money into buildings, because of the cer- 
tainty of their being able to get the construc- 
tion work completed within the time speci- 
fied in the contract. Every man who desired 
to work was able to obtain employment dur- 
ing the year just closed. Producers of ma- 
terial were busy from early spring to the 
close of December, and while the prices of 
material were not advanced they were main- 
tained at a fair standard. No profit had ac- 
crued to those engaged in the building trade 
since 1898 until during 1902, when the volume 
of business was increased fully 25 per cent. 
The estimate is made that the aggregate 
value of the buildings of the city for the 
year was easily $25,000,000. Pre 
on hand at the opening of 19038 for much new 
work in the building line. 

At the close of 1901 the wool trade was in 
an unsatisfactory condition, which continued 
throughout 1902. The season opened with 
prices higher than for the preceding year, 
and the demand was such that values were 
not only maintained but a gradual harden- 
ing took place. There was but little of a 
speculative nature in connection with the 
business during the year, and the advance 
of from 15 to 20 per cent over the closing 
prices of 1902 can be attributed entirely to 
the demands of a legitimate trade. Manu- 
facturers were exceedingly well employed, 
and in consequence the consumption of raw 
material was large. Stocks remaining in the 
hands of dealers at the close of the year 
were much smaller than for several years 
past. The volume of business transacted 
compared favorably with that of 1901, and 
values appreciating as: they did made the 
gross returns much heavier, 


Brewers Fail to Do Well, 

Brewers’ have had several years in which 
the conditions were unfavorable to the mar- 
ing of a satisfactory return on capital in- 
vested. It was claimed that 1899 was the 
most unprofitable year in the history of the 
usiness. The following season was but 
little better, and 1901 brought additional dis- 
appointment. The last year has been one 
in which several of the largest concerns in 


the small amount of profits made not being 
sufficient to warrant a distribution. Al- 
though generally considered to be a business 
in which large returns were made, and for- 
merly justifying this opinion, the local con- 
ditions have been such for the last four or 
five years that it was impossible to make 
the desired showing on the ledgers. Every 
item entering into the composition of beer 
has advanced in price, in some instances as 
much as 50 percent. In addition the selling 
price of the finished product has been re- 
duced from the scale of former years, when 
in the ordinary course of business it should 
have responded to the increased. price of 
material. The volume of business for 1902 
was about the same as that of the preceding 


year. 
More Machinery Exported. 


The export trade in implements was much 
heavier during 1902 than in the preceding 
year. The value of the machinery of this 
class sent abroad during the first ten months 
of the year was $16,246,556, a gain of about 


for the last two months was especially 
heavy, and, while official figures have not 
been issued, government estimates place the 
gain of the year at fully $1,000,000 as com- 
pared with 1901 and more than $2,000,000 in 
excess of those of 1900. A large business in 
mowers, reapers, plows, and cultivators has 
sprung up with Cuba and the Philippines, 
and manufacturers expect this trade to be- 
come a large and substantial factor as the 
superior merits of our farm implements be- 
come better known to the people of these 
islands. The sale of farm wagons was of 
about the same volume as in 1901, but car- 
riages did not make nearly so good.a show- 
ing, the failure of the business to make the 
showing expected by both manufacturers and 
dealers being ascribed to the excessive rains 
In many sections usually the largest buyers 
of all kinds of wheeled vehicles used for 
pleasure. 

There has been no invention of recent 
years that will tend as much to the financial 
benefit of the farmers of the flax raising dis- 
tricts of the United States, and indeed to all 
sections of the country where wheat is 
grown, as the perfection of machines where- 
by the flax straw is broken and the fiber 
made into binding twine. Many millions of 
bushels of flaxseed are grown annually in 
this country, mainly in the northwest, and 
this portion of the crop is all that has for- 
m®@rly been utilized, the straw being thrown 
aside as worthless. No method of separat- 
ing the fiber from the straw was known, with 
the exception of the ancient one of allowing 
the straw to rot in water until the fiber could 
be removed. By the use of the machine 
mentioned this separation is accomplished 
at the time the flax is thrashed, and the 
product becomes at nce available for mar- 
ket. The importance of this discovery can 
be realized when it is stated that to Yucatan 
alone over $20,000,000 is annually sent from 
the United States in payment for the fiber 
out of which the most of the binder twine ig 
manufactured. The twine made from the 
fiax fiber is both stronger and smoother than 
that made of the imported article, and, in 
addition to saving this vast sum from going 
abroad, the American farmer will have a 
market for what was formerly an entirely 
waste product and will at the same time pay 
less for the twine used in binding his wheat 


Leather Trade Shows Gains. 


The general leather business wag in a 
flourishing condition throughout 1902, gain-

Prices on hides ruled higher than ever 
before in the world’s history, heavy Texas 
steers selling at 16 cents per pound.

fore, as, did those dealers who buy 
traveling salesmen and those who order by 
mail.: The increase in the volume of busi. 
ness done in 1902 was fully 20 per cent great. 
er than that of 1901. This brought the aggre. 
gate receipts of Chicago jewelers up to the 
enormous sum of $44,000,000, and by reason 
of the character of the main portion of the 
goods sold the profits of the business far 
exceeded the gain that would ordinarily be 
calculated from the percentage of increags

Crockery Lines Show Improvement. 


In crockery, glassware, and kindred lines 
there was an increase in the volume of busi. 
ness transacted during 1902, as compared 
with the preceding year, amounting to about 
10 per cent. A feature noticeable in many 
lines of wholesale business was that a bet- 
ter grade of goods was demanded, and this: 
call came from all portions of the country 
tributary to our trade. Chicago houses in this 
line of business, showing, as they do, thor. 
oughly up to date and comprehensive stocks, 
many buyers who formerly went to the east 
exclusively now make their purchases in 
this market. This is especially true of the 
south, from which point annually come 
many merchants who formerly did not visit 
this market at all. Preparations on a large 
scale have been made by Chicago houses 
for the spring trade and they are confidently 
expecting a large business for the coming 


year. 
Millinery Shows a Growth. 


The last year witnessed a phenomenal 
growth in the wholesale millinery trade of 
Chicago. A careful estimate of the volume of 
business for 1902 shows sales of over $13,000,- 
000, as against $11,000,000 for 1901, and a4 
satisfactory feature of this advance is that 
not alone was the gross amount of business 
vastly increased but a higher grade of mer- 
chandise was called for from all sections of 
the country. While a portion of this addi- 
tional volume of trade undoubtedly came 
from territory that has heretofore not been 
tributary to Chicago, either on account of dis- 
tance or location, yet in the main it is cer- 


scope of former trade have resulted in gains 
that can more easily be held. While New 
York will always be the center for foreiga 
goods, yet this city is rapidly becoming the 
manufacturing center for women’s hats, and 
in the jobDing trade it is an indisputable fact 
that there is not only one house but several 
here that surpass in sales, size, and equip- 
ment anything known elsewhere ‘in this 
country. 

The largest volime ever transacted in the 
rubber trade came with 1902. The growth of 
the business has been steady and all lines of 
manufacture into which rubber enfers make 
annual increases in its use. Prices of the 
crude product were some lower for a portion. 
of 1902 than for the preceding year, but ne 
change of consequence was made in quota- 
tions on finished goods. Estimates of the 
total value of all rubber goods sold in this 
market for the year just closed approximate 
$38,000,000, an increase over 1901 of about 15 
percent. The largest gain was made in rub- 
ber tires for vehicles, while rubber boots and 
shoes made substantial gains over former 


Machinery Menated by Labor. 
Although the history of the machinerp 
business of Chicago has never recorded & 


of 1902, manufacturers proféss to see a 
menace to the growth and stability of the 
industry in the attitude assumed by the labor 
element during the last year. During the last 
two years the growth of the business has 
been little short of wonderful, increasing 
beyond the expectations of the most 
optimistic.

Life insurance has, had a year of remark- 
able prosperity. One company alone wrote 
over $300,000,000 of paid for business, which 
is far ahead of the previous record of any 
com y.. The total insurance in force of the 
United States companies increased $750,000,- 
000 during the year, making the total $8,000,- 
000,000. The assets of the legal reserve com- 
panties increased over $100,000,000 during the 
year, and now exceed §$2,000,000,000. The 
premium income increased about $35,000,000, 
and amounted to $375,000,000 for the year. 
The companies’ aggregate surplus to policy 
holders is $325,000,000. Nearly all the com- 
panies are now on the 3 per cent reserve 
basis, and the others are fast arranging to 
make the change, as the. falling rate of in- 
terest requires a modification of the assumefl 
earnings. ‘This involves an increase in rated. 

‘Chicago has had its full share of this prog- 
perity. The Illinois premiums of the old line 
companies were over $20,000,000, and of this 
Chicago produced at least 6 cent. 
Nearly 75,000 ordinary policies were issued 
in the states, over’ 40,000 of which went to 
citizens of Chicago, In addition to this two 
great industrial insurance companies issued 
nearty 300,000 polictes in the state, over 
200,000 of which were in Chicago, the bulk 
of that business being among the wage 
earners in the large cities.

UICIDES steadily taarbine in the Unit- 

‘ ed States, and faster than the increase 
of population warrants. The total 
number reported to Tuz Trisuwe for 

1902 is 8,231. The steadiness of this 
increase !s shown by the following compari- 
son; In 1890 there were 5,840 cases; in 1900, 
6,755; in-1001, 7,245; in 1902, 8,201. The most 
remarkable fact connected with the year’s 
record is the sudden increase of the propor- 
tion between men and women. For several 
years past the record has shown a ratio of 
five males to one female, but this year three 
times as many women as last year have com- 
mitted suicide, the figures being: Males, 
5,082; females, 3,149.
